WASHINGTON, July 23.—Captain Mere- 


dith, chief of the bureau of CD graving, has 
been 
vindicated of the charges made 


against him by John W, Hayes, secretary 
and treasurer of the Knights of Labor, 
and by certain employes of the bureau. 
The charges contained the following spec- 
ification: ''That the said Meredith has con- 
tinued to use inferior materials after hav- 
ing been repeatedly informed that they 
were inferior, thereby causing the print- 
ers to do inferior and much less work than 
they would have done under other circum- 
stances, causing a great loss to the gov- 
ernment through waste and causing the 
treasurer to issue money printed in an 
inferior standard 
of plate printing.*' 


Hayes asserted that the legal tender ink 
used by the bureau was of an inferior 
quality, and that he could produce an ink 
of superior quality that had been offered 
to the bureau at a less cost, but was re- 
jected.

Each of the men examined the ten sheets

Of the total number of 
examinations, amounting to 280 of each 
dnd of ink, forty-nine impressions of 
Wilson's were pronounced good and 281 
jad, while 25o impressions printed wiih 
;he bureau iuk were pronounced good and 
only twenty-seven bad. The report goes 
on to show that the ink used by the 
mrean is generally regarded as standard. 
n view of these facts and of the marked 
re-iult of the test applied the committee is 
of the opinion that the charge brought by 
Mr. Hayes was utterly disproved.

One-Third of the Bonds Hrld by Bunks 


Already Offered. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—The movement 


for the continuance of \% per cent, bonds 
at 2 per cent, is steadily growing in im- 
portance. 
Pacers covering about one- 


third of the bonds held by national banks 
have been perfected and the necesaary 
withdrawals, assignments and reissues 
are being made as rapidly as possible. 
The papers returned during the l»st week 
for correction have been less in number 
than before, but the amount of bonds sus- 
pended on this account is still quite large. 


Calculations on Hie I'roflts. 


The department has received from sev- 


eral sources copies nf a circular published 
bj a prominent firm of bankers in New 
York, who make a. specialty of investment 
securities, in which they show that there 
is a small profit to national banks in tak- 
ing out additional circulation upon de- 
posits of United states bonds. According 


their calculations 4 per cents, bought at 


$1.18 by a bank located where money 
loans at 6 per cent, would yield a profit of 
tbl9 for each $100,000 of bonds, while the 
profit on 4K per cents, continued at 2 per 
:cnt. would be $100 for each 1100,000 in 
bouds. 


The TreMory Stakes Other Figures. 
It is thought at the treasury depart- 


ment that this proposition would have 
been better stated if it had been based 
upon the capital to be invested instead of 
upon* a given amount of bonds. For ex- i 
ample, a bank with capital of (100,000 
would have to invest tllh.OJO in order to 
obtain $100,000 bonds 
for circulation, 


while if it should invest only the amount 
of its capital it would have only f84,WO in 
4 per cent, bonda as compared with BOO,- 
000 of the new continued bonds 
Calcula- 


:ious made upon this basis show results 
less favorable to the 4 per cents., and 
with 4s at 1.19, or money loaning at 7 per 
cent., there is practically no difference in 
!.e profit derived from tho two classes of 
bonds. Of course when money loans at 
more thau 7 per cent, tho new bonds art

Only once has the operation of putting 


n a nose bridge by graftlne a bone been 
nccessfully performed. That 
was the 


iperatlon performed by Dr. Will Barnes 
ast January, for • 
lady 
who had 


rom birth been without a nose bridge. Tbe 
.octor put parts of four ribs from a cat 
where the nose bridge should be, and they 
are today, more than six months after- 
wards, as solid as the bridge of anybody's 
nose. Attempts at grafting bone have been 
ried before by different surgeons, but they 
have been failures. Therefore the eyes of 
toe whole surgical world were turned to 
this operation, and the results they have 
watched with the greatest interest. 


Xot only were the doctors interested, but 


a great many otber people besides. TUB 
account ot the operation was telegraphed 
all over the country, and Dr. Barnes soon 
began to receive letters from others who 
were for some cause or other without nose 
bridges. About 20 such letters were re- 
ceived. One was from a man in Boston 
who had too much nose bridge. He had so 
much, in fact, that it stuck up an inch or 
more above the usual height. He said if 
the doctor put in nose bridges where there 
were none, he certainly could cut down 
one where there was too much of one. 


One of the people who wrote about g 


ting a new nose bridge was R. D. Kowe, of 
of Los Vegas, N. M., a young man 22 
years old, and a civil engineer on the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroad, 
his nose was broken when he was a baby, 
and in its place all this time has only been 
a depression that was a sad disfigurement 
to an otherwise good countenance. He has 
always been annoyed by that depression, 
but never thought a remedy possible till be 
heard of the operation by Dr. Barnes. 
He wrote at once to make arrange 
ments to have the doctor perform a similai 
operation for him. Dr. Barnes told him to 
wait for six months, to see whether or no 
the operation was a success. Then he jus 
about let Mr. Rowe's case slip from his 
memory. 


A few days ago the identical Mr. Row 


from Las Vegas, N. M., walked In the doc 
tor's office. He had waited the six months 
and then without further words come on 
to have the operation performed, lie 
was .not going to wait for any more cones 
pondence on the matter, but came to ge 
the new nose bridge. 


The operation was performed yesterday 


at St, Mary's hospital. It was identically 
the same as the other operation. The pa 
tient was put under the influence of ether 
A transverse incision about three fourths o 
an inch long was made directly between 
the eyes. The cut was down to the bone 
A 
small 
chisel 
was 
insertec 


into the wound, and from the tip of the 
nose J to 
the forehead 
and about an 


Inch on either side out to the cheeks, al 
the soft parts were separated from the bone 
When this was done a half grown cat wa 
quickly chloroformed and the pices of fou 
ribs about two Inches in length were taken 
from its side, rapidly cleaned, and then in 
serted 
in 
the 
wound,

skin which was drawn over them and 
formed a solid bridge. All the modern 
antlseptical precautions were used in thi 
operation. 


The patient stood the operation with thi 


greatest of ease. He was resting well las
